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' ROMAN COIN PORTRAITS - TRAJAN DECIUS 
; by Earl A. Mc Brayer 
Trajan Decius, (full name: C. Messius Quintus Traianus Decius), 
had the peculiar distinction of being forced at the point of a sword 
to become emperor of Rome in the middle of the third century, A.D. 
This was particularly unusual in view of the fact that there were 
many ambitious pretenders who desired the throne at this time. 
The circumstances were these: Philip I, emperor from 244-249 
A.D., sent Trajan Decius to Moesia (present day Jugoslavia and 
Romania), to put down a revolt. Trajan Decius was hailed as em- 
peror by the troops in Moesia but expressed his loyalty to Philip. 
He was then told to accept or else suffer the inconvenience of seek- 
- ing a new head! : 
Despite his agreement to become the new emperor, Trajan Decius 
secretly sent a letter to Philip assuring him that he would surrender 
to Philip upon his arrival in Rome. Philip suspected treachery and 
attacked Trajan Decius near Verona, in 249 A.D. In the battle both 
Philip and his son were killed and the unwilling Trajan Decius be- 
came emperor. Unfortunately a couple of years later history re- 
peated itself and Trajan Decius and his son were killed in 251 A.D. 
due to the treachery of Trebonianus Gallas, governor of Moesia! 
Pictured above is the famous double sestertius of Trajan Decius. 
This is the largest coin issued by any ruler of ancient Rome and 
' it was in service only during the reign of Trajan Decius. It is a rare 
type coin and can seldom be purchased for less than twenty dollars.
